The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  well  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
though  it  is  slightly  below  last  year’s  figure.  The  death  rate  remains  high  for 
the  second  year  in  succession  and  is  above  the  national  figure. 

There  were  no  still  births  in  the  district  this  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  third  year  in  succession  represents  one  single  infant  death.

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With  the  exception  of  one  little  girl  who  died  in  the  first  week  of  life, 
the  rest  of  the  population  survived  until  the  35-44  age  group.  The 
longevity  of  the  population  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  over  half  the  deaths 
were  in  the  75  and  over  age  group. 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  those  affecting  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  over  half  the  deaths  in  the 
district. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

During  1964  there  were  seven  notifications  of  which  five  were  measles 
and  two  whooping  cough.  The  return  of  whooping  cough  after  three 
years  without  a  notification  is  a  little  disturbing  and  emphasises  the  need 
for  adequate  immunisation.

Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents  a  test  is  per¬ 
formed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis 
(Heaf  Test).  If  it  has  done  so  no  further  action  is  taken  as  it  is  assumed 
that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If,  however,  the  test 
indicates  the  child  has  not  encountered  the  tubercle  bacillus  then 
vaccination  is  carried  out.  The  age  of  13  has  been  chosen  because  at  this 
age  the  natural  resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to 
confer  protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

The  following  results  were  obtained  at  the  three  secondary  schools 
that  Market  Rasen  children  attend  : —

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Services 

These  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council.  They  include  the 
health  visitor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  home  help  and  various  welfare 
services.  The  health  visitor  is  resident  at  the  Market  Rasen  Clinic. 


Mental  Health  Services 

Treatment  is  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  while 
supervision  and  after  care  are  given  by  trained  staff  employed  by  Lindsey 
County  Council  .  The  latter  also  arrange  for  the  care  of  mentally  subnormal 
persons. 
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Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after  care  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  arranged  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  nearest  centres  being  at  Brigg,  Lincoln  and 
Grimsby. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Croll,  provides  all  the  necessary  services.  Dr.  Croll  is 
always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problem  that  arises  and  is  a  very  valuable 
source  of  information. 

School  Health  Services 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  but  the 
day  to  day  work  is  delegated  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity 
as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.  All  children  are  examined  routinely 
during  their  first  year  at  school,  their  first  year  in  the  secondary  school  and 
at  school  leaving  age.  Children  in  whom  any  defect  is  found  are  supervised 
as  necessary.  Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  are  carried  out  at  the  appropriate 
time. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  each  week  at  which  any  school  child  can  attend 
for  advice,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  etc.

The  premises  also  accommodate  the  physiotherapy,  psychiatric  and 
speech  therapy  clinics. 


The  Grange 

This  home  for  deprived  children  is  a  County  Service  which  comes 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Poplars 

This  is  a  County  Home  for  old  people,  and  houses  some  30  persons  of 
either  sex. 

Ambulance  Service 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  one’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange.

These  figures  are  below  the  latest  national  figures,  but  it  is  sad  to  think 
that  in  these  days  so  many  people  should  have  to  live  in  houses  lacking 
these  modern  amenities. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  concerted  effort  is  being  made  to 
persuade  the  owners  of  houses  lacking  these  amenities  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  conversions.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  a  big  improvement  in 
my  next  report. 
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Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1964. 

Work  in  connection  with  public  health  matters  continued  at  about  the 
same  pace  and  many  improvements  were  carried  out. 


A  start  was  made  on  more  positive  action  with  regard  to  getting  rid  of 
unfit  houses  and  the  erection  of  new  ones. 


The  lay-out  of  the  first  phase  of  the  Gordon  Field  housing  development 
was  decided  upon  during  the  year,  and  building  work  and  the  laying  of  roads 
and  sewers  commenced. 


The  relationship  between  this  department  and  the  tradesmen  and  others 
with  whom  we  have  to  work,  continued  to  be  excellent  thereby  making  the 
work  of  the  department  much  easier. 


Again  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Clerk  for  the  support  given  during  the  year.

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Housing 

Three  houses  were  demolished  in  Prospect  Place,  and  one  was  closed 
in  the  Serpentine  Street  area. 

The  owner  of  the  site  of  the  demolished  houses  is  considering  erecting 
on  it  simple  type  dwellings  which  could  be  purchased  by  members  of  the 
lower  income  group. 

With  regard  to  the  Gordon  Field  development,  it  was  decided  that  the 
first  phase  should  consist  of  : — 

Five  —  3  Bedroom  Terrace  Houses 

Four  —  3  Bedroom  detached  Houses 

Three  —  2  Bedroom  Terrace  Houses 
and,  for  the  aged,  twenty  bungalows  with  common  room. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  considered  advisable  to  construct  roads  and 
lay  sewers,  etc.,  for  the  whole  estate  in  order  that  phase  two  could  be 
proceeded  with  without  delay. 

The  making  of  100%  advances  by  the  Council  to  purchasers  of  houses 
continues  to  be  well  supported,  and  during  the  past  year  the  number  of 
applications  received  showed  an  increase  over  previous  years. 

The  applicants  consist  mainly  of  younger  people. 


Food  Preparing  and  Making  Up  Places 

A  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  these,  and  generally  they  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  satisfactory. 

No  serious  infringements  were  discovered  during  the  year,  and  it  would 
seem  the  traders  are  making  every  effort  to  observe  the  simple  rules  of 
hygiene. 


Meat  Inspection 

Once  again  over  4,000  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  and 
as  required  by  the  regulations,  all  were  inspected. 

Because  of  the  excellent  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered,  the  amount 
of  meat  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  as  being  unfit  for  human  food  is 
considered  low. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  dealing  with  the  Caistor  Road  sewer 
which  had  become  choked. 

As  it  was  found  necessary  to  excavate,  and  running  sand  was  en¬ 
countered,  civil  engineers  had  to  be  called  in  which  resulted  in  what  would 
have  normally  been  a  simple  job  proving  costly. 

The  rest  of  the  system  gave  very  little  trouble,  and  the  regular  sanding 
of  manholes  continued  to  be  carried  out. 

The  pumps  and  other  apparatus  at  the  disposal  works  were  well  main¬ 
tained  and  gave  practically  no  trouble. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

No  complaints  of  a  serious  nature  were  received  during  the  year  with 
respect  to  this  service. 

In  an  endeavour  to  provide  a  more  frequent  collection  some  re¬ 
organisation  took  place,  particularly  with  regard  to  revised  routes  and  the 
strict  adherance  to  fixed  schedules. 

One  full  day  was  allocated  to  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  instead  of 
collectirg  a  little  each  day  as  previously. 
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The  experiment  proved  successful,  not  only  is  a  collection  made  from 
domestic  premises  every  tenth  day  instead  of  every  fifteenth,  as  hitherto, 
but  the  labour  requirements  have  been  reduced. 

Early  in  the  new  year  it  is  hoped  to  organise  a  weekly  collection  service. 

Tipping  is  still  carried  on  on  the  site  at  the  rear  of  the  Sewage  Works, 
and  everything  possible  is  done  to  avoid  nuisance. 

A  strict  watch  is  kept  on  the  tip  and  if  rats  are  found  to  be  present 
immediate  treatment  is  given. 


Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

A  number  of  shops  and  offices  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  in 
only  two  instances  were  serious  deficiencies  found.  After  informal 
discussions  with  the  owners  concerned  arrangements  were  made  for  matters 
to  be  put  right. 


Water  Supply 

On  many  occasions,  and  for  a  quite  long  periods,  certain  parts  of  the 
district  were  without  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  this,  it  is  believed,  being 
due  to  a  general  shortage. 

It  is  understood  the  North  East  Lines  Water  Board  are  seeking  new 
sources  in  order  to  supplement  existing  supplies. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  good.
